Judge Upholds 
Bar by Petrillo 
On Recordings 


Refuses U.S. Request 
to Restrain AFL 
Musicians’ Union. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 12 (AP).—United 
States: District Judge John P. 
Barnes today refused the Govern- 
ment’s request to restrain James 


C, Petrillo, president of the Ameri- 
ean Federation of Musicians, and 
the federation from enforcing its 
bar against making recordings. 
Thurman Arnold, Assistant At-

: Cheering the Petrillo side 
of the suit. which Joseph A, Pad- 
way, general counsel for the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, was :pre- 
pared to submit, 

The Judge held that the. con- 
troversy was essentially a labor 
dispute; He cited the 
States Supreme Court’s decision in 
the Hutcheson case—in which it 
was established that, under certain 
conditions, the anti-trust law did 
not apply to labor unions, 

Judge Barnes’ finding, in part, 
was: * 

“I have read the papers in this 


}ease over the week end. Mr. Ar- 


nold’s argument has been interest- 
ing, instructive and at times per- 
suasive. I think there is a labor 
dispute’ involved here. 

“There are certain demands 
from the public for music and the 
musicians work for hire. Then there 
are their masters, those for. whom 
musicians work—manufacturers of 
records, transcriptions and such. 

“There is a controversy as to 
whether the union should be per- 
mitted to furnish all music. . The 
musicians insist they furnish all 
of it. ‘Their masters say this must 
not be. They insist upon using 
amateurs and part time use of 
records and transcriptions. 

“For this reason the court grants 
the motion of the defendants for 
dismissal of the petition.” 

Judge Barnes said he would 
elaborate on his ruling in a memo- 
randum to be filed with the clerk 
of the United States District Court 
within a few days. .

Prime Minister Declares 
Germany’s Fear of De- 
feat Explains ‘Murder 
of Hostages and Chain- 
ing of Prisoners.’

EDINBURGH, Oct. 12 (AP).— 
Prime Minister Churchill pictured 
the United States, Russia, China 
and: Britain today as moving 
“steadily onward from strength to 
strength” while Hitler’s “prospects 
have darkened to an immeasur- 
able degree.” 

In a belligerent and confident 
speech accepting the freedom of 
the city, Churchill assured Edin- 
burgh’s citizens that “no weak- 
ness will be shown to the Ger 
mans” in the dispute over the 
chaining of war prisoners and re- 
ported: 

1. U-boat warfare “still remains 
the greatest problem of the United 
Nations,” but August and Septem- 
ber were “the least bad months 
since January” in Allied shipping 
losses, and new building out- 
weighs sinkings. 

2. The same two months saw 
“the greatest tonnage of British 


And these months, too, he said, 
“have covered the most numerous 
safe arrivals of United States 
troops in the British Isles.” 

“Stern, Somber Moment.” 

Churchill, speaking in the pres- 
ence of United States Ambassador 
John G, Winant, said the United 
Nations have “reached a stern and 
somber moment”. of the war in 
which “we must strive to combine 
the virtues of wisdom and daring.” 

This was as close as he came to 
indicating a second front. His 
words recalled the declaration he 
made to the House of Commons 
last week that the war had arrived 
at.a “significant” period. 

Charging Hitler with committing 
terrible atrocities against the peo- 
ples of conquered Europe, Church- 
ill declared that “In the first day 
he entered Kiev he shot 54,000 
persons. 

“To show weakness of any kind 
to such a man,” the Prime Min- 
ister added, “is only to encourage 
further atrocities and you may be 
assured no weakness will. be 
shown.” 

The Prime Minister disclosed 
that he came to Edinburgh from 
a visit to the Home Fleet. Speak- 
ing in the great Usher Hall which 
was packed for the occasion, he 
lauded Scotland as an “example 
of national unity.” 

A great crowd gathered outside 
the hall cheered the speech. 

Winant in a brief speech made 
a remark which some interpreted 
as advice to leave the question of 
a second front and other decisions 
to the armed forces. 

“We ask what kind of road lies 
ahead,” the Ambassador said. “We 
must await the soldiers’ answer 
because our faith and dur future 
rest with the soldiers of democ- 
racy.”

Barrett Issues Statement 
After Receiving Copy 
of Donnell’s Letter to 
McKittrick. 


The St. Louis County grand jury 
should place the investigation of 
the office of County -Prosecuting 
Attorney Stanley Wallach first on 
its long list of inquiries, Circuit 
Judge Peter T. Barrett, who pre- 
sented charges to the jury last 
week, said today. 

Judge Barrett issued this state- 
ment after receiving from Gov. 
Forrest C. Donnell a copy of the 
letter the Governor sent to Attor- 
ney General Roy McKittrick ask- 
ing him, or one of his aids, to 


assist the grand jury in its inves- 
tigation. 

Judge Barrett has disqualified 
Wallach from appearing before the 
jury in an official capacity on the 
ground that Wallach was one of 
the officeholders who admittedly 
accepted a political contribution 
from the Union Electric Co. of 
Missouri. The donations of the 
Union Electric Co. to candidates 
for office and officeholders is one 
of a variety of subjects on the 
grand jury’s list of inquiries. 

After making its findings in the 
case of the conduct of Wallach’s 
office, Judge Barrett said, the 
grand jury can decide whether or 
not Wallach shall continue in his 
official capacity to sit with the 
jury. Grand jury sessions start to- 
morrow at Clayton City Hall.

A’ helpless hulk today, the old 
ship is in river anchorage here, 
only a shell of the fighting ma- 
chine that sailed around South 
America to Santiago, Cuba, in 1898 
to help bottle up the Spanish fleet 
and. take. part in the naval battle 
there in which the Spanish fleet 
was destroyed. : 

The ship was retired years ago, 
its drive shafts severed and guns 
plugged, as the result of a disar- 
mament pact. Navy officials con- 
sidered scrapping the ship then, 
but, out of sentiment for its rec- 
ord, Franklin D. Roosevelt, then 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy, 
managed to have the vessel lent 
to this State. 

It became a marine museum in 
1925. Last winter Government of- 
ficials again proposed to scrap the 
ship. ° Appeals by historica? so- 
cieties and State officials saved it 
once more, the Navy announcing 
it regarded “this vessel as one of 
the historical symbols of the na- 
tion.” 

The Oregon, worthless as a 
fighting ship, but still well pre- 
served, is expected to yield 10,288 
tons of metal—about 70 per cent 
iron and steel and the rest in 
brass, copper and zinc. 
President Roosevelt agreed to 
the scrapping only after stipulat-

—Liberal Policy Recognizes. Enemy Has 
Well-Informed Intelligence Service..

LONDON,. Oct. 12. 


HE British censorship of news, one of the most liberal of the 

many under which I have worked in countries of both hem- 

ispheres, is based on the philosophy that the wartime morale 
of a nation is in direct ratio to the amount of information the public 
gets, especially from the battlefields, 


Since this principle obviously is 
producing amazingly fine results 
in Britain’s domains, it encourages 
me to repéat here the view I ex- 
pressed before leaving New York 
on this trip. “ 

It is this: 

The way we Americans can get 
the real feel of the war, which up 
to now has been so far away from 
us, is to transport us through the 
press into the heat of battle. Let 
the home folk in spirit fight by 
the side of our boys and bleed 
with them and die with them. This 
may be achieved by reporting the 
news fully while it is hot, not in 
filtered form a week or a month 
after the ashes are cold. ° 


Two Good Men in Charge. 


I quickly discovered that this is 
one of the tenets of the British 
censorship when I turned for en- 
lightenment to Minister of Infor- 
mation Brendan Bracken and later 
to the chief censor, Rear Admiral 
G. P. Thomson. Of course, one 
of the problems of Bracken and 
Thomson, which probably is the 
same in some other countries, is 
that the two are merely g0o- 
betweens for the armed services 
and the public. 

That is to say, censorship of 
news relating to operations origi- 
nates with the Navy, Army or Air 
Force, Now fighting branches are 
notoriously inclined to maintain si- 
lence. Admiral Thomson, who has 
had a long and distinguished ca- 
reer in His Majesty’s Navy, admit- 
ted this to me with a grin. It thus 
becomes a matter of persuasion 
on the part of the Ministry of In- 
formation when one of the serv- 
ices gets sticky about giving up 
the news. 


en and Thomson appear to be do- 
ing a grand job for the public, 
View on Aiding Enemy. 

There is the most liberal inter- 
pretation of the rule excluding the 
publication of information which 
might aid the enemy. He is given 
full credit for having an intelli- 
gence service which keeps him well 
informed and the British public 
isn’t made to wait unless it is obvi- 
ous that circulation of news would 
do harm, 


Bracken is one of the outstand- 
ing personalities in Britain, Since 
the Ministry of Information has a 
vast responsibility for public mo- 
rale, he also is one of the key- 
stones of the Government at the 
comparatively youthful age of 41. 

I long had wanted to meet this 
man whofor years has been so 
closely associated with Winston 
Churchill in work and friendship 
as to be regarded by some almost 
in the light of the Prime Minister's 
alter ego. I wasn’t disappointed. 

Bracken is a large chap whose 
six feet of fighting Irish is topped 
off by a cascade of such flamingly 
red hair that if you call him col- 
orful you lay yourself open to a 
charge of punning. 

Words apt and pungent pour 
from him at the rate of 200 per 
minute like one -of the tumbling 
streams that empty into the silver 
lakes of his native Ireland.

If only for military reasons, we must 
insist that the British immediately re- 
open negotiations with the imprisoned 
Indian leaders. The dominant Congress 
leadership, represented by Nehru, is 
strongly anti-Fascist, and wishes only to 
mobilize the Indian people through a rep- 
*pesentative National Government for an 
_ effective defense against the enemies of 
our country.

in the last 100 years. It is very difficult to un- 

derstand why the Allies still give us unequal - 
treatment. 

The story of these treaties makes it easy to un- 
derstand why the Chinese consider their, continu- 
ance intolerable in an alliance of supposedly equal 
nations. They are a direct outgrowth of the Opium 
War, one of the most shameful episodes in the his-, 
tory of imperialism. - — 

British merchants in India enjoyed a lucrative: 
business in selling opium to the Chinese. The 
Manchu Government decided to stamp out this traf- 
fic, but its efforts were disregarded until an of- 
ficial seized several cargoes of the narcotic and 
dumped them into the sea. Soon after, in 1841, the 
British went to war in order to preserve their trade. 
They inflicted humiliating defeats on the poorly 
trained Chinese, captured the key cities and in 1842 
dictated a treaty which gave them a long list of 
special privileges in China. | 

The United States in 1844, eager to expand its 
trade with the Orient, sought and obtained the same 
rights that had been conceded to the British. Other 
nations did the same. To quote a historian, Payson 
J. Treat, it was felt that “as China lay outside the 
family of Christian states, a system of extraterri- 
torial jurisdiction, such as had long prevailed in 
the Mohammedan countries around the Mediterrane- 
an, should be employed.” This is indeed a far cry 
from today’s objective of equal rights among nations. 

As China began to progress and its nationalist 
spirit began to rise, there were many demands for 
abolition of the unequal treaties. This was one of 
the points of Sun Yat-sen’s program in the revolu- 
tion of 1911. Chiang Kai-shek in 1931 announced 
his intention to abolish them. Some nations gave 
up these rights voluntarily, Russia in 1924. 

Now America and Britain are. belatedly recognisz- 
ing their hard-fighting ally as.an equal. Now they 
are beginning to take definite action to supplement 
the eloguent words that have been spoken on the 
subject of democracy. It is a step of the kind for 


y which Mr. Willkie called in his stirring message from 


Chungking, in which he warned that the Oriental 
peoples were suspicious of the Western nations’ mo- 
. tives, of their willingness “to stand up and be count- 
ed for the freedom of others after the war ends.” 

If we truly believe that “this war must mean an 
end to the empire of nations over other nations,” 
there must be many attions of this sort. It is in- 
dicated by’ Washington officials that the present 


‘decision does not necessarily affect the status of 


such Far Eastern colonies as Hongkong. Why these 
reservations? Why cannot *the democracies now an- 
nounce that a fundamental war aim is to undo the 
partitioning of China, whether it has been commit- 
ted by Japan or by China’s present allies? 

Such a declaration, applied throughout the Orient, 
would send a wave of enthusiasm for the Allied 
cause through the teeming Far Eastern peoples, and 
convert the apathetic and the doubters among them 
into two-fisted fighters for our side.

NOW THE GRAND JURY CAN PROCEED. : 

It is a pleasure to see Gov. Donnell acting speedily 
and decisively in-the controversy roused when Cir- 
cuit Judge Peter T. Barrett disqualified Prosecuting 
Attorney Wallach from participating in the grand 
jury investigation of St. Louis County scandals. Mr.

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AN INDISCRETION BY MR. WELLES. 

Sumner Welles, Acting Secretary of State, spoke 
some blunt truths about Argentina and Chile, though 
without naming them, in his address of Thursday 
night. By continuing diplomatic relations with the 
Axis powers, those two countries are permitting their 
territory to be used by alien officials and agents as 
a base for hostile activities against the other coun- 
tries of the New World, as Mr. Welles said. Argen- 
tina and Chile undoubtedly wish no harm to their 
neighbors, but the very fact that they still tolerate 
Axis representatives in their midst automatically 
converts ‘their countries into enemy listening posts. 

Though the Welles statement was true, it was also 
indiscreet. It has brought indignant protests from 
the two countries, and has also caused the Chilean

PEAKING cautiously, Secretary of State

Although still a “second-class” problem 
so far as this country is concerned, the 
Indian affair is an extremely ticklish one 
to officials here, In studying it, they must 
take into account British sensibilities, the 
attitude of the American people, their own 
sense of democratic responsibility and, 
above all, the effect of India upon the 
United Nations’ war effort. 

It is patent that Washington would not 
only like to see the Indian problem set-. 
tled immediately, but would also be willing 
to do all in its power to help such a settle- 
ment. Officials here are acutely aware of 
the necessity for a full-scale mobilization 
of the Far East’s human and materia] re- 
sources if there is to be any guarantee of 
victory. Yet until now, the United States 
has been able to do little more than hope 
that Britain and the All-India Congress 
party would reach a compromise, 

Now, however, there is some. evidence 
that the United States Government is urg- 
ing the British, ever so tactfully, of course, 
to reopen negotiations with the Indian lead- 
ers. The State Department has regretted 
the suspension of all friendly contact be- 
tween London and the Hindu and Moslem 
leaders and is thought to have made its 
feelings known to the British Embassy, 


But this does not mean that the United 
States is prepared to push the issue if Lon- 
don shows itself adamant against further 
talks at this time, Regardless of how im- 
portant Washington may consider India 
tobe, it should be remembered that this 
country is not likely to cross London on an 
Empire question. : 

Actually, there is no clear evidence that 
Washington has made up its mind about 
the Indian problem. Officials agree that 
whole-hearted Indian co-operation against 
the Japanese is worth important sacrifices, 
but there the agreement ends.

WALAE CAPEN DES 
FARLY AUTO DEALER 


Member of Pioneer St. Louis 
Family Began Selling Cars 
Here in 1904. 


Wallace C. Capen, one of the 
city’s first automobile dealers and 
long identified with automotive in- 
terests, died yesterday after a long 
illness at his country home, Mount 
Solitude, near Cedar Hill, Mo., in 
Jefferson County. Mr. Capen was 
69 years old and a member of a 
pioneer St. Louis family. 

In 1904, Mr. Capen and his 
brother, the. late Sam D. Capen, 
established the Capen’ Motor Car 
Co,:at Buclid and McPherson av- 
enues. Their first offering in the 
then infant industry. was Locomo- 
bile, one of the first four cylinder 
cars. Later he sold the Autocar 
and Garford. trucks before going 
to Chicago as branch manager of 
the White Motor Co, 

A son of the late George D. 
Capen, who founded an insurance 
business here in 1863, Mr, Capen 
graduated from the old Smith 
Academy in 1892 and from Yale 
University’s scientific school in 
1896. 

He and his brother, Sam Capen, 
were pioneers in laying out routes 
of travel to New York and other 
Eastern cities, and it was this in- 
terest in travel that led him to 
become connected with the Auto- 
mobile Club of Missouri. He was 
in charge of the city desk at the 
club’s headquarters, 3917 Lindell 
boulevard, until] illness last spring 
forced him to retire. 

He also pioneered in the manu- 
facture of oil-burner heating sys- 
tems and was the first president of 
the American Oi] Burner Manufac- 
turers’ Association. Later he was 
president of Analytical Labora- 
tories, Inc., a firm which made 
thermostats and delicate scientific 
instruments. 

He is survived by a brother, 
Charles P. Capen, of the Coronado 
Hotel; three sisters, Miss Ethel Ca- 
pen, Fairmount Hotel; Mrs. Fran- 
cis Boarman, Westerly, R. I.; Mrs.

Glenn Voliva’s fame 

spread over the nation through his 

many predictions of the end of the 

world, made to the exact day fof 

various years. 

Of his prediction that the worl 
would end in 1943, Voliva said in 
1934 that the period from 1914 to 
1942-43, designated in the Bible as 
the “time of the end,” would reach 
a world climax in 1935-36 in world 
revolution and chaos. Out of that, 
he said, would “come the super- 
man, the world dictator, whose ad- 
ministration of world affairs will 
continue for approximately seven 
years, ending with the battle of 
Armageddon, which battle never 
will be fought, as it will be halted 
by the second stage of Christ’s 
coming; namely, His coming in 
glory to destroy all Gentile nations 
— * to inaugurate His millennial 
rule.” 

A year later, he said the battle 
of Armageddon actually would take 
place—a battle “so bloody that it 
will require seven months to bury 
the slain.” . 

His religious sect demanded lit- 
eral construction of the Bible, obe- 
dience to the old Mosaic law and 
total abstinence from liquor, to- 
bacco and drugs. Prayer alone 
healed, it held, 

Against Beer and Cosmetics. 

In 1934 he announced an occa- 
sional pork sandwich or after din- 
ner cigar wouldn’t keep anyone 
out of heaven, but warned he 
would tolerate no “beer guzzling 
and whisky soaking,” use of cos- 
metics, gum chewing by young 
women, or wearing short skirts. 

As general overseer of the Chris- 
tian Catholic Church in Zion, Vol- 
iva. was master of the business 
and religious life of the community,

4000 Expected to Attend. 

About 4000 delegates are expect- 
ed at the conference, making it 
one of the largest in the history 
of the assqciation. Conference of- 
ficials said the large turnout was 
caused by the great interest of 
hospital executives in problems 
which will come in for discussion 
during the week—shortages. in 
help, over-crowding, particularly in 
rapidly expanding industrial and 
military areas, priorities on equip- 
ment, rationing of foods and meth- 
ods of handling increases in such 
as tuberculosis, all arising from 
wartime living conditions. 

Delégates today began tours of 
the exhibits of nearly 150 manu- 
facturers and suppliers of hospital 
equipment in the Exhibit Hall at 
Municipal Auditorium, where most 
of the convention sessions will be 
held. 

Of specia! mterest were displays 
of new surgical techniques devel- 
oped to meet wartime needs, and 
a “hobbies and gadgets” exhibit 
showing ways of improvising 
equipment to take the place of 
items no longer obtainable. 

Delegates from Canada and 
Latin American countries gave the 
conference an international flavor. 

Meeting in conjunction with the 
hospital convention were the Blue 
Cross (group hospitalization) War 
Conference, at which mainly busi- 
ness problems will be discussed, 
and the convention of the Ameri- 
can Association of Nurse Anaes- 
thetists, whose principal wartime 
concern is increasing the number 
of nurses able to relieve doctors in 
giving anaesthetics. 

Miss Frances MacKinnon of St. 
Louis, Midwest director of the Red 
Cross nutrition service, told the 
dietetic section of the hospital war 
conference that hospital dietitians 
are in an excellent position to aid 
in community nutrition programs 
because they can observe, through 
reactions of hospital patients to 
food served them, what training is 
needed among the general public. 

An appeal for more extensive 
use of physical examinations of 
both parents, before conception, 
during pregnancy and after the 
birth of the child, was made by 
Dr, Fred L, Adair, profesor of 
obstetrics and gynecology at the 
University of Chicago, to insure 
against spread of communicable 
diseases in a family. 

The role of the pharmacy in 
wartime was discussed in the phar- 
macy section. 

Public Session Tomorrow. 

A highlight of the conference 
will be the public session in the 
Opera House at 8 p. m. tomorrow. 
It will include musical numbers 
and talks by Charles P. Taft, as

RENT FREEZING ON NOV, |

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12 (AP).— 
Residential rents in another 97 de- 
fense-rental areas will be frozen 
Nov. 1, the Office of Price Admin- 
istration announced last night. 

The new areas have a population 
of nearly 20 million and include

The quiet, simple colored boy who skyrocketed out of an Alabama 
cotton patch into such fistic fame that many experts rank him as 
the greatest fighter of all time, paused in Omaha yesterday to say 
casually that his “fightin’ days are over.” 


He said it in the typical Louis 
way, without frills or drum-beat- 
ing; the same way in which he 
dropped all the glory and finan- 
cial success that goes with the 
heavyweight chamiponship to en- 
list in the United States Army as 
@ private last January. * | 

“By the time this war is over,” 
he reckoned, “I'll be in my 30s, 
and that’s too old for a fighter. 
I'm too old for it now. 

“Y’know, I y don’t -care 
much any more about going back 
into the ring.” 

Of course, it would all change 
if the War Department decides to 
let Joe—he’s a Sergeant now—out 
to toss his bombs again. But the 
Army already has turned thumbs 
down on one fight for the bomb- 
er—his eagerly-logked-for return 
go with Corp. Billy Conn. 

“T’ll do anything the Army asks,” 
Joe said. 


Naturally, Joe could change his 
mind. He wouldn’t be the first 
champion who couldn’t get the 
“rosin out of his blood.” But as 
matters stand now, the Bomber, at 
28, is giving up a reign that al- 
ready has netted purses of more 
than $2,200,000 and has broken all 
records for successful defenses of 
the fight game’s most prized 
bauble. He has turned back 21 
challenges since he won the crown 
from old rough-and-ready Jim 
Braddock back in 1937, and no 
thamp ever came within shouting 
distance of that mark. 

Louis’ statement, which he made 
to Associated Press staff reporter 
David Kaufman after marching 
with the Fort Riley (Kansas) pre- 
cision drill team in an exhibition, 
left the fight world gasping in 
astonishment. 

Although it was known for some 
three years that the ring had lost 
its zest for him—that he was no 
longer a “hungry” fighter—his 
statement came as a complete sur- 
prise, even to his closest associ- 
ates—men like Promoter Mike 
Jacobs, who has put on every 
Louis fight since he first hit 
the “big apple” back in 1935, and 
to John Roxborough, who with 
‘Julian Black, piloted him out of 
the amateurs, through the $50-a- 
bout preliminary days and into the 
million-dollar-gate stages. 

“Joe may think he’s through 
with fighting,” said Abe J. Greene, 
president of the National Boxing 
Association, “but fighting will 
never be through with Joe.”

Even golden 
jubilees are none too frequent 
and when they come, the event us- 
ually is marked with a High Mass 
in St. Francis Xavier (College) 
Church, Similar plans were under 
way for Brother Rueppel but, 
with characteristic modesty, he re- 
quested that his own diamond jub- 
ilee be celebrated in the commun- 
ity chapel in the administration 
building. 

At 78 years of age, the jubilar- 


ian still is active as assistant di- 


rector of’ the meteorological ob- 
servatory at the University and as 
chief engineer for WEW. 

A new gadget—“a very primi- 
tive set” in the words of Brother 
Rueppel—was the brainchild of 
the Science department at the uni- 
versity, which had set up a wire- 
less station as early as 1912 to con- 
tact other seismological or. earth- 
quake stations in the country and 
to issue weather reports from. the 
weather observatory. 

With the coming of the first 
World War in 1917, the univer- 
sity’s wireless station was silenced 
by the government, which took 
over all communications systems. 
However, the Science department 
kept up. its work by training men 


for the Army Signal Corps—just. 


as the university now is training 
radio instructors ¢or the Army Air 
Force. 

After the war, in 1919, the wire- 
less station was put back inte 
service but.in October of that 
year, the government again took

it over—this time to relay weath- 
er and livestock and grain reports 
from the West Coast to Wash- 
ington. A U. 8S: Navy man oper- 
ated the station for six months 
while the government’s own sta- 
tion was being erected near the 
St. Louis Water Works. 


As director of the department of 
meteorology—which issued weath- 
er reports for the government be- 
fore the local weather bureau was 
established here—Brother Rueppel 
naturally. was on hand for the 
first broadcast of the Science de- 
partment. 

The station, called 9YK, was in 
charge of a Jesuit scholastic, or 
student studying. for the priest- 
hood, but the young man was 
transferred and Brother Rueppel 
inherited the job until a replace- 
ment could be found. The re- 
placement, another scholastic, was 
a bit careless in going on the air 
on time and so many complaints 
came in that finally he got the air 
permanently and Brother Rueppel 
was made director. 


When the Department of Com- 
merce took over control of all 
broadcasting in 1922, station WEW: 
was licensed to operate on 360 
meters at a power of 100 watts— 
Brother Rueppel’s personal in- 
terpretation of the call letters is 
“We Enlighten the World.” 

At the new head’s suggestion, the 
radio station was separated from 
the science department. He then 
reasoned that if weather broad-

casts were popular, why wouldn’t 
musical programs? 

“There were only a few receiv- 
ing sets in those days,” Brother 
Rueppel recalled. “In Illinois, most 
of them were set up in smaill- 
town banks so that neighboring 
farmers could come in and listen 
to the programs. One banker from 
Carrollton wrote that 300 farmers 
came in to hear the first musical 


program.”

Naturally, this business of hear- 
ing music allegedly played 68 miles 
away in St. Louis created quite 
a stir and there were those who 
ominously hinted that if it wasn’t 
the work of the devil, it at least 
was nothing less than the machina- 
tions of his first lieutenant. 

The university’s educational and 
religious facilities were made 
available to radio Hsteners. Al- 
ready the first university in the 
world to operate its own radio 
station, St. Louis U. became the 
first university to broadcast edu- 
cational and religious programs. 

In 1923, the station began broad- 
casting what amounted to the fore- 
runner of the present “Quiz pro- 
grams.” Listeners were encouraged 
to send in questions on religious 
matters and these were answered 
over the air every Sunday at 2 
p. m. during the “Question — 
Hour.” 

A year later, at the request of 
blind and disabled war veterans 
at Jefferson Barracks, the station 
again pioneered in broadcasting re-

Brother Rueppel was born in 
Bavaria on July 3, 1864. The strain 
of studies, while attending college 
in his native country, resulted in 
his breakdown at the age of 16 
years and moved his father to 
send him on an extended visit to 
his aunt in Buffalo, N. Y. 

“I liked the new country so well 
that I’m still here today,” he said 
with a twinkle in his eye. 

After the visit with his aunt had 
extended five months beyond the 
originally-agreed year, young Ruep- 
pel applied for entrance into the 


Society of Jesus at Buffalo on Oct. 


ligious services and sermons from 
St. Francis Xavier (College) 
Church, 

From these early religious pro- 
grams, Brother Rueppel gradually 
evolved the “Morning Offering” 
program, which eventually became 
the daily broadcast of the Radio 
League of the Sacred Heart, which 
is now sent to all parts of the 
world via transcriptions. This pro- 


gram reached such proportions 


that it was taken over by the 
Jesuit scholastics at the Univer- 
sity under the directorship of Rev. 
Eugene P. Murphy, 8. J., who de- 
votes his full time to handling its 
details. 

During the formative years of 
WEW, Brother Rueppel constantly 
preached the gospel that radio was 
here to stay, operating a sort of 
one-man station as chief engineer, 
chief announcer and chief program 
director from assorted rooms in 
the top of the administration build- 
ing. 

He had hig day of glory, how- 
ever, on Nov. 9, 1926, when Arch- 
bishop John J. Glennon dedicated 
a new 1000-watt “super power” 
broadcasting set with these words: 

“Radio has a great mission be- 
fore it. May we not hope that it 
will be the bearer of truth to the 
ends of the earth and that in 
place of the prejudices, tears and 
fears that mark at present the life 
of so many people, this spirit will 
bring them knowledge and wisdom, 
and hope and faith.” 

Precisely what Brother Rueppel 


20, 1882, 

During his two-year novitiate, 
spent eight 
months at Campion College, Prairie 
du Chien, Wis., another 10 months 
at St. Stanislaus Seminary, Fior- 
issant, Mo., and the remainder at 
Campion. 

His first assignment was to St. 
Canisius College in Buffalo, where 
he taught in the college’s prepara- 
tory school and was prefect of 
discipline. Later he became in- 
terested in meteorology and geo- 
physics and served as instructor 
and director of the college’s ob- 
servatories from 1886 to 1894. 


He assumed similar posts at St. 
Ignatius College, now John Car- 
roll University, at Cleveland in 
1894, and at St. John’s College in 
Toledo in 1901. Seven years later, 
he came to St. Louis Univergity 
where he since has been stationed. 

Some idea of his activity can be 
gained from the fact that he was 
instrumental in the permanent es- 
tablishment of the meteorological 
and geophysical observatories here, 
while serving as assistant librarian. 
He still was serving as acting li- 
brarian as late as 1 


Unusually. active for his years— 
he has the carriage of a man of 60 
—Brothe® Rueppel is a familiar 
figure as, black skull cap perched 
on his head, he peers into the in- 
struments in the meteorological ob- 
servatory or drops into the studios 
of WEW for an occasional check- 
up. But he is a meteorologist at 
heart, deprecating the part he 
played in the development of radio 
and looking upon it as a sort of 
incidental sidelight in a - varied 
career.

For 
no girl can be beautiful unless 
her hair is thoroughly groomed, 
Hair is a living, breathing part 
of any girl and deserves persistent

The modern vogue for Miss 1942, 
is a clean, scrubbed, wholesome 
appearance from the top of her 
crown to her toes. Immaculately 
clean, meticulously groomed, in- 
conspicuously dressed in clothes 
selected for good lines, long wear- 
ing and smartness, rather than 
flamboyant decoration.

The condition of your hair de- 
pends a great deal on a clean, 
healthy blood stream.

I would. not presume to set a 
rigid program for shampooing your 
hair, Each girl is a law unto her- 
self and she should know when 
her hair is in need of a sham- 
poo.

These 
naturally lengthen the period be-

Offhand, it would appear that 
East-West would have been better 
advised to outbid the three spade 
contract with four clubs, but con- 
sidering that three spades could 
have been defeated a trick and 
that four clubs could not have been 
made, it is not with the Hast- 
West bidding that we should find 
fault. 

West made an excellent opening 
lead, the spade king. This lead, in 
itself, with the proper follow-up, 
meant that declarer could not ruff 
a club in dummy. Declarer made 
the attempt, but to no avail. The 
spade ace won the first trick and 
a club was returned. West jumped 
up with the queen and took out 
dummy’s trumps by cashing the 
queen and jack. So far, the de- 
fense had been flawless, but now 
West made a fatal play. He laid 
down the club ace. As mentioned 
above, this was certainly the “nat- 
ural” thing to do, but observe its 
effect: 

On the third club lead declarer 
ruffed, then led his low heart to 
the ace. He returned to the king 
of diamonds and ran off every 
trump. After the last trump was 
played declarer still had the heart 


ten and two low diamonds. Dum- 


my was down to the ace, queen and 
another diamond, and East had 
to choose a discard from these 
four cards: Heart king; diamonds, 
jack, ten and eight. Obviously, 
whatever diseard he chose would 
be fatal. Actually, he let go the 
heart king, hoping that West had 
the ten spot, but now. South was 
able to cash the heart ten before 


leading diamonds to dummy. If 


East had discarded a diamond all 
of Gummy’s diamonds would have 
been good, 

Now observe how different the 
result would have been if West 
had timed his defense just a little 
better. His action in drawing dum- 
my’s trumps and preventing a club 
ruff was excellent, but if he then 
had shifted to a heart (instead of 
cashing a club trick) the declarer 
would have been helpless. The tim- 
ing for the squeeze play would 
have been knocked askew and the 
defenders inevitably would have 
taken one heart, two spades and 
two clubs.

“Immediate mobilization of Am- 
erica’s 18-and 19-year-old youth is 
imperative, if for no other reason 
than to protect youth itself. They 
do ‘not have enough time for prac- 
tical and protective training ‘when 
drafted at 20. The boys that are 
18 could secure two years of train- 
-|ing before they face the desperate 
realities of war. 

“Do not think I am indifferent to 
the sacrifice this entails, but this 
is certain—if the government gives 
this extra training to 18-and 19 
year-olds in the immediate future, 
there will be more lives ‘saved, 
more boys returning home after 
the struggle, than if we wait until 
they reach their twentieth birth- 
day. 

“Since our young men have to 
go some day, why don’t we give 
them all possible experience in 
warfare so they may have a better 
chance to defend themselves? Now 
is the time to act. In the past 
we've been too late. Lt’s not be 
too late now for it may cost 
thousands of precious lives. 


this—under, army training they 
will have far les’ chance to drift 
than they would in civilian life. 
They will be kept morally straight, 
mentally sound, and physically fit. 
The army wil) furnish a discipline 
and protection which their parents 
all too often fail to give them.” 

.I don’t like to agree with that 
letter. I’m a mother myself and 
I’ve seen many a young rascal 
through his difficult ‘teen years. 
Something in me yearns to keep 
those years as happy and safe as 
possible for every one of our boys. 
And yet I know that protection 
and pleasure can be _ insidious 
poisons, that they often wreck 
more young lives than they save. 
And so while I pray with all my 
heart that these youngsters of 18 
and 19 may never see war, I would 
also be grateful if they could know, 
for-a year or two, the wholesome 
discipline of military life and the 
sense of responsibility that goes 
with it. 

We Americans knew that discip- 
line once in private life. It was a 
natural part of our development. 
Now the machine age has elim- 
inated it, has made us believe that 
youth should be coddled, saved 
from the struggles their parents 
experienced. And even before the 
war we saw the vicious conse- 
quences. of such a philosophy. 

There are too many juke boxes 
in America. There are too few 
bugles. War is a damnable thing. 
But peace, without struggle or 
challenge, can be equally demoral- 
izing. And so I believe it's as 
important to make young America 
worthy of its land and fit for its 
service as it is to keep the Japs 
and the Germans ott of it. 
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
